WINTER CARE OF BEES. 


I n s u la ti o n 
of Hives 
Is A d v a n t a g e o u s 
Fo r th e Colonies. 
(Prepared l>y United States department ot 
agriculture.} 
That beekeepers need not fear any 
detrimental results from abundant In- 
eulation of their l)iv»>s at any season 
of the year is shown by recent exj^eri- 
ments of the bureau of entomology of 
the United States department of agri­ 
culture. 
To test the theory of many 
beekeepers that excessive insulation 
‘s even more detrimental in winter 
’ban InBuffirieut insulation a colony 
was packed in the fall of 1915 with 
sixteen inches of eawdttst on all sides, 
top aud bottom. Temperature records 
were made at frequent intervals every 
day throughout I he winter and spring. 
The colony remained in excellent con­ 
dition in every respect, through all the 
winter, lining little affected by high 
winds, and after brood rearing began 
it built up with great rapidity. 
Then, 
to continue observations <>n the effect 
of insulation 011 the building up of 
the colony, the packing was allowed 
to remain all summer. Except for the 
impossibility of manipulating the col­ 
ony it remained in excellent condition 
It seems clear, therefore, that beekeep 
ers need not fear any detrimental re­ 
sults from abundant insulation a t am 
season of the year. 
The experiments shewed that failure 
to insulate the bottom of the hive 
largely offsets the value of insulation 
around the hive. The experiments uLo 
indicated that in insulating hives it 
is of small importance w hat material 
is used 
Shavings, sawdust, 
leaves 
and chaff, some of tho commonest sub 
stances used, were all found satisfac­ 
tory.

2440 to 2453 inclusive of the Revised 
Statutes of 1911. being sections 20 to 
33 inclusive of chapter 104 of the Acts 
of the Twenty-ninth Legislature, p ro ­ 
vide that at the February term of the 
com m issioners’ court next following 
each general election, proposals shall 
be received from any banking co rp o r­

to be selected as county depository: 
and notice th at bids will be received

be published by and over the 
name of the county judge once each 
week for at least twenty days before 
the commencement of such term.

Section 2767-of the Revised Statutes 
being Section 154a, chapter 124, Acts

Legislature,

islature, chapter 12, provides that the 
terms county treasurer and countv 
treasury as used in all provisions of 
law relating school funds shall here­ 
after be construed to mean the county 
depository. 
This makes the deposi­ 
tory of the county the custodian of 
the school funds. 
it is necessary that the commission­ 
ers’ court notify the state superin­ 
tendent of public instruction of the 
depository selected by liiing in the

iied copy of the bond of the deposi­ 
tory or a copy with original signa­ 
tures.

Slake one-half bushel of Jime with 
boiling water, adding (he water slowly 
aud stirring constantly until a thin 
paste results. 
A five foot piece of 
three-quarter inch iron pipe makes a 
good rod for stirring. The lime will be 
lumpy If the water is added freely and 
(he mass is not properly stirred. Add 
one-half peek of salt to the lime paste; 
stir thoroughly; add water to bring the 
whitewash to the proper consistency. 
Throw a good handful of Portland ce­ 
ment in each pail of whitewash and a 
teaspoonful of ultramarine blue. Add 
the cement and the blue powder just 
before the wash is to be used and stir 
in well, otherwise the whitewash will 
be streaked. The cement makes the 
whitewash adhere strongly to any sur­ 
face, and the bluing counteracts the 
grayish color of the cement and results 
iu a wliitp appearance.

During the past week aa education­ 
al survey was made in Wise county 
by the county superintendent, Joe Mc­ 
Connell and A. E. Christlip of the N. 
T. S. N. 
During the week twenty- 
two schools were visited, 1500 stu­ 
dents and more than 
1000 patrons 
were addressed at the different educa­ 
tional rallies. This is the third sur­ 
vey that has been made by the faculty 
members of the North Texas State 
Normal. Many of the schoolhouses 
visited were in a very bad condition. 
A few of the communities are not as 
much interested in the great cause of 
education as they should be. In most 
of the communities, however, the peo­ 
ple are vitally interested in better 
schools and are making preparations 
to build in the near future modern 
school houses.

When a 
family moves from a district or into 
another district they should get

statement from the teacher showing 
that they have attended school the re­ 
quired number of days. It is neces­ 
sary for every child to fill in an ex­ 
cuse and this excuse must be forward­ 
ed to the county superintendent at the 
end of each week whether it be legal 
or not. The excuses are filed in the 
office of the county superintendent. 
When a child moves with its par­ 
ents into any district it is entitled to 
attend the school in its district free 
whether he be transferred or not. It 
may be that he has moved from out 
of the state, yet he is still entitled to 
free tuition.

Admiral George Dewey, the hero of 
Manila bay, and ranking naval offi­ 
cer of the world, died at his home in 
Washington Tuesday morning after 
a week's illness, at the age of 79. 
Mrs. Mildred McLean Dewey, his 
wife, who was constantly with him 
throughout his brief illness, was at 
his bedsida when he died. 
Prior to May I. 1808, comparative­ 
ly few Americans even knew there 
was a Commodore George Dewey in 
their navy. 
His services, often bril­ 
liant, during the civil war, had no 
conspicuous place in history. 
For 
thirty three y’ears after that conflict 
his |life had Sheen uneventful, com- 
islanding ships tfeat~saileci mostly in 
foreign waters; but on that May day 
of 18% the guns of his fleet in Manila 
bay procloimed him a national hero. 
They removed the United States from 
its isolation and launched it as a 
world power; they marked the extinc­ 
tion of the Spanish dominion in the 
eastern hemisphere, raised the stars 
and stripes in the far east, and gave 
the American navy a respect and 
fame it had not enjoyed since the days 
of John Paul Jones.

liam Penn. Cato Sells insists that 
the Indian be paid in full for his 
lands and goods and that he be taught 
to use for his advantage all the fa­ 
cilities that white men afford for 
their own dealings. 
Having obtained the land he desir­ 
ed, William Penn gave no particular 
thought to its former owners. 
For 
this he was hardly to blame. 
The 
men of his time were rapacious. Bunc 
caneeing was reputable and the pa­ 
gan was supposed to have no rights 
Penn would have found no support 
for an effort to civilize and develop 
the aborigine. 
Cato Sells reflects the beneficial 
modification of American character 
since colonial days. 
There is now 
applause for fair dealing and an up­ 
right man is not singular in public 
life. 
There were those who commiserated 
Mr. Sells when he was made commis 
sioner of Indian Affairs instead of 
being given a 
“ higher office” —a 
place that would afford a larger sal­ 
ary. less work, and more notoriety— 
but less honest fame. 
If the appointment of Mr. Sells was 
made without searching investigation 
of his capabilities and characteristics 
the selection was a brilliant example 
of good fortune. 
The office of Mr. Sells Is not politi­ 
cal. He distributes no perquisites to 
the hungry and tharefore he arouses 
no partisan jealousies. 
Newspapers 
of all shades of opinion applaud his 
efforts and concede his notable suc­ 
cess. 
Mr. Sells is the first man of con 
structure ability to occupy the cilice, 
the first who has determined to treat 
the Indian neither as a child nor out­ 
law, but who affirms that he is a man 
in whom inheres 
all the 
natural 
rights pertaining to any man. 
This 
principle will be recognized when the 
Indian was granted citizedship, but 
Mr. Sells would make its application 
general and inclusive. 
The work he 
has inaugurated must be developed 
consistently with the methods he has 
pursued. 
When the future student is asked 
what claim Cato Sells had on fame 
the answer will be simply that he be 
lievsd not only that “ a man’s a man’ 
but that a red man is a m an.—Cedar 
Rapids Gazette.

And yet the fairness displayed by 
William Penn consisted sorely in di­ 
plomacy, in satisfying the Indians 
and at the same time salving his own 
conscience. 
He denied the tight of 
the British sovereign to sell to him 
the lands on which he desired to es­ 
tablish his colony, and paid more for 
a quit claim deed from the King than 
be paid for the warranty deed from 
the Indian chiefs.

Admiral George Dewey, the hero of 
Manila bay, and ranking naval offi­ 
cer of the world, died at his homo in 
Washington Tuesday morning after 
a week's illness, at tho age of 79. 
Mrs. Mildred McLean 
Dewey, his 
wife, who was constantly with him 
throughout his brief illness, was at 
his bedsida when he died. 
Prior to May I, 1898, comparative­ 
ly few Americans even knew there 
was a Commodore George Dewey in 
their navy. 
Hts services, often bril­ 
liant, during the civil war, had no 
conspicuous place in history. 
For 
thirty-three years after that conflict 
his Jlife had Sbeen uneventful, com- 
manding ships tfeat sailed mostly in 
foreign waters; but on that May day 
of 1896 the guns of his fleet in Manila 
bay procloimed him a national hero. 
They removed the United States from 
its isolation and launched it as a 
world power; they marked the extinc­ 
tion of the Spanish dominion in the 
eastern hemisphere, raised the stars 
and stripes in the far east, and gave 
the American navy a respect and 
fame it had not enjoyed since the days 
of John Paul Jones.

Cato Sells insists that 
the Indian be paid in full for his 
lands and goods and that he be taught 
to use for his advantage all the fa­ 
cilities that white men afford for 
tbeir own dealings. 
Having obtained the land he desir­ 
ed, William Penn gave no particular 
thought to its former owners. 
For 
this he was hardly to blame. 
The 
men of his time were rapacious. Bunc 
caneeing was reputable and the pa­ 
gan was supposed to have no rights 
Penn would have found no support 
for an effort to civilize and develop 
the aborigine. 
Cato Sells reflects the beneficial 
modification of American character 
since colonial days. 
There is now 
applause for fair dealing and an up­ 
right man is not singular in public 
life. 
There were those who commiserated 
Mr. Sells when he was made commis 
atoner of Indian Affairs instead of 
being given a 
“ higher office” —a 
place that would afford a larger sal­ 
ary. less work, and more notoriety— 
but less honest fame. 
If the appointment of Mr. Sells was 
made without searching investigation 
of his capabilities and characteristics 
the selection was a brilliant example 
of good fortune. 
The office of Mr. Sells is not politi­ 
cal. 
He distributes no perquisites to 
the hungry and tharefore he arouses 
no partisan jealousies. 
Newspapers 
of all shades of opinion applaud his 
efforts and concede his notable suc­ 
cess. 
Mr. Sells is the first man of con 
struetive ability to occupy the office, 
the first who has determined to treat 
the Indian neither as a child nor out­ 
law, but who affirms that he is a man 
in whom inheres 
all the 
natural 
rights pertaining to any man. 
This 
principle will be recognized wrhen the 
Indian was granted citizedship, but 
Mr. Sells would make its application 
general and inclusive. 
The work he 
has inaugurated must be developed 
consistently with the methods he has 
pursued. 
When the future student is asked 
what claim Cato Sells had on fame 
the answer will be simply that he be­ 
lieved not only that “ a man’s a m an” 
but that a red man is a m an.—Cedar 
Rapids Gazette.

The majority of Americans if ask­ 
ed to name the work that most up­ 
holds the fame of 
William. Penn 
would reply that “ ha dealt fairly 
with the Indians.” 
The Indians 
themselves, if asked why they to this 
day respect his memory and even 
honor the garb he wore, would reply 
that he was the only man of his time 
who treated the Indians fairly. 
And yet the fairness displayed by 
William Penn consisted sorely in di­ 
plomacy. in satisfying the Indians 
and at the same time salving his own 
conscience. 
He denied the right of 
the British sovereign to sell to him 
the lands on which he desired to es­ 
tablish his colony, and paid more for 
a quit claim deed from the King than 
he paid for the warranty deed from 
the Indian chiefs. 
The goods paid by William Penn 
in exchange for a large part of the 
territory of the state of Pennsylvania 
and for the territory comprising the 
state of Deleware, represented only a 
few dollars, and consisted largely in 
trinkets. 
With the title to the land 
lie secured immunity for the colonists. 
It is a matter of record that, in those 
early days, but two Quakers were 
killed by Indians and they had brok 
en faith and denied their belief by go­ 
ing armed.

club also appointed two girls to go to

Then each girl had a chance of study­ 
ing these before leaving home. 
The cloth naming contest consisted 
in the naming of twenty kinds of 
'•loth. 
Each girl entering this contest 
v ent by herself into an inclosed booth 
ipplied with pencil and paper, with 
Avldcb she wrote down the names of 
the pieces of cloth pinned on the side* 
of the booth. 
There were canning, baking and sew- 
ing contests. 
Each girl Avas required 
to wear a white dress, apron and cap 
In both canning aud baking contests 
In these contests Ave were marked on 
our appearance and our method and 
facility in handling our utensils aud 
materials. 
It was each one’s aim to do 
her best aud the most in the shortest 
time.
